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Game In India.

I cannot quite agree with “Bengalee’s” note or your extract 
from Land and Water. Chicago lists are somewhat distant from 
the gorgeous East for lance-breaking on Indian sport, but the in¬ 
terest taken in the latter In America may be sufficient apology 
for my carrying on the subject. There is very little fear of the 
extermination of game in India, the real issue being fought for 
out there by the advocates of proposed legislation is the conve¬ 
nience of its destruction by the sporting Englishman. Owing to 
the greatly increased number of Queen’s regiments stationed in 
India since the mutiny of 1857 to what constituted its garrison 
previously, It might be supposed that, as there are at least twice 
as rnauy officers present with a Queen’s as with an old or present 
irregular system of native regiment, the head of large game would 
in the past twenty years have greatly decreased; particularly in 
Bengal, where the iron hand of the British soldier has to be kept 
in the highest proportion. Yet such is not the case, and I have 
no doubt that the jungles of India as a whole contain a greater 


are so constantly synonymous with death in the land of the pago¬ 
da tree that many men never entertain the question of whether 
they posBes sporting proclivities, or not at all. Many men again, 
who are all agog for tigers or bears, or whose thirst for spearing 
the mighty boar should constitute them modern Meleagers find 
after their first introduction to Mr. Stripes, or a charging forty 
inciter with tushes more like razors than ivory, that a prosecution 
of such intimacies would in thefuturebc injudicious, and accord¬ 
ingly betake themselves to brandy und soda, or the black classics, 
instead; with a cold weather divertiseinent, or unbottling of their 
sporting furore, in the shape of attacks on the savage snipe, or 
an occasional day’s “shikar” of the most handy of the deer tribe. 
Such men, as a rule, have not sufficient of the divine thirst of 
the true sportsman for sport to care to stand the labor and risk 
necessary even in India to get first rate bags, and soon learn to 
hate the having far to go a field for it, and of this class is con¬ 
stituted by far the larger number of clamourers for legislation on 
the subject of game preservation. 

Twenty years ago a journey to England from India was at- 
tended with ten times the dtlflculty it is at present. Firstly it 


conformed to the customs of the country, identified himself with 
its pleasures and pursuits or died of ennui, an individual occa¬ 
sionally overcome by a longing for a home-like life with the 
vision of a white face to front, him at his table would, good easy 
man, run down to Calcutta where, during the cold season, the 
spinster cargo laden ships sailed up the lloogley, and take IiIb 
turn of choice (regulated by rank and pay) of the year’s importa¬ 
tion of virgins, too often, alas, having to pay for the trousseau 
furnished on tick to the damsel before leaving England.

Three or foul mouths of absence was 
always at his command, and railways being unknown, aud he 
probably at a distance from the mountain sanitaria, what could 
he do if he availed himself of it but march bag und baggage to 
the nearest good jungle and shoot i With his hookah, white duck

mutiny. It must be remembered that the almost perfect Immu¬ 
nity from distraction given to large game during the hot seasons 
of ’57-’58, the years of the mutiny, afforded them breeding facil¬ 
ities which the monarchs of the jungle no doubt made the best 
use of, and from my own experience and the words of wisdom 
distilled to me by the best shikarees, European and native of the 
three presidencies, I am convinced that within the memory of 
man the jungles of India had never been so full of game as they 
were for a few years after the mutiny, and also that the abnormal 
head of game so started Into existence, has never been reduced 
to less than it was twenty years ago except In such Jungles as are 
near the larger military stations. 

Again, it must be borne in mind that an Indian hunter naecitur 
non Jit. In this country or in England the proportion of sports¬ 
men to a population is a very small one, and, wonderful field as 
India Is for a heart and bouI sportsman, this proportion Is for 
varlons cogent reasons greatly reduced. Many men whose hearts 
are devoted to sport cannot possibly face the sun, others dare not 
risk the malaria of the Jungle, and coupe d« toilet and Jungle fever 


was far more expensive; secondly, it ^#cn, as a rule, consumed 
four months In a voyage which is Clow represented by three

Ho wore white clothes In or out of uniform; the stove 
pipe hat of the temperate latitudes was lost In the clouds of 
memory, he “smoked hookah,” and In place of being, as his suc¬ 
cessor the modern Anglo Indian Is, a much marrying man, he 
ran a zenana from which sprung that coffee colored race dubbed 
Eurasian, from which the ranks of the subordinate medical, or 
uncovenanted civil services are generally recruited. In fact he 


jacket, and native harem he has disappeared completely and en¬ 
tirely from the Iudian world. Content with his annual * privi¬ 
lege,” leave of sixty days, he lets his leave and rupees accumulate 
till every few years he gets home, and the man whose whole 
thoughts of relaxation aud freedom from duty once centred 
themselves In the jungle Bide now sighs for Bayswater alone; the 
baubul dyed karkee suit gives place to the best of Poole’s or 
Pulford’s cut and even the savor of curry and rice is somewhat 
dimmed by the mighty Birloln.

of “toujoure perdrix” seems often to apply to man and dish 
alike; anyhow the fact remains that the game of the East has 
every reason to congratulate itself on the Suez canal and the 
change of the last two cycles.

Crossing ami Cross-lireds. 

BY ARNOLD BURGES. 

Whatever breed of dogs ft sportamnn seleeto for his kennel, he 
may depend upon one tiling, and that Is that he will do better by 
keeping that blood pure and uncrossed than by crossing with any 
other. If a race has any good qualities, these can be better 
developed by breeding from selected specimens than by Intro¬ 
ducing the supposed Influences obtained from individuals of 
different blood, for It must be remembered that every strain has 
its distinct and marked characteristics, and no one of these can be 
separated from the others and Introduced alone into the race in¬ 
tended to be improved In that single respect. Kach and every 
other characteristic enters also into the progeny derived from the

But there the retrievers 
proper could do nothing with a winged partridge dropped oil tur¬ 
nips exactly as I had done in private, and If the bird happened to 
get away more than fifty yards, the scent was very seldom taken 
up; and If found at all, the success was owing to perseverance in 
seeking at random, and to accident, rather than nose.

Lloyd Price’s Devil, a curly liver-colored dog, apparently a cross 
between the Irish water-spaniel and the poodle, bred by Sir P. 
Nugent, Is the only dog I have ever seen perforin in public to my 
satisfaction, showing great perseverance in hunting, with a good 
nose, hut not coming up to the level of the old pointer above al¬ 
luded to.

All breeders know tlie influences resulting from the first impreg¬ 
nation of a bitch, and that what Is called throwing hack to the 
flrst litter, may be manifested years after. But some, at least, do 
not know that the more dissimilar the blood the greuter are tlie 
chances for such liiiluence and exhibition. These In 
tluences have been displayed in the progeny of 
litters bred from entirely different and later unions, 
showing that the Impression could only have been given to such 
litters through some lingering proclivity of the hitch li Iwelf. It 
must he plain then that if a single union can so affect tile party 
to that union that she will reproduce its characteristics iu her 
later progeny, which do not at all share in that commingled hioml, 
the offspring of that cross must be affected to a degree almost be¬ 
yond limit. Some years since a Mr. Huuley, of tlie Life Guards, 
experimented by crossing a purely bred hull-dog to an equally 
pure greyhound bitch, and breeding the progeny from this union 
hack to pure greyhound stock ill each successive generation. The 
result was that though in the fourth generation he had bred out 
every apparent physical attribute of tlie bull-dog, and hail to all 
appearances got back to the pure grey-bouml type, tlie descend¬ 
ants of this cross were “all remarkably deficient in stoutness," 
nor did tlie fifth generation (the last tried) display any more sat¬ 
isfactory qualities. We see tlieu that tile seed sown by even a 
single cross may germinate years after all visible evidence of its 
presence has departed. 

Mr. Laverack suys under the head of “Breeding and tlie Value 
ol Pedigree:" “Crossing or cross-bred animals will never produce 
to a certainty uniformity of race. As I have before stated I have 
tried the crossing system repeatedly, but the result has always 
been a failure. It Is true the flrst cross you obtaiu 
may be very handsome and very good, but they scarcely ever re¬ 
produced others possessing their own good qualities. On the 
other hand a pure breed will invariably transfer their goodness, 
and all will lie similar in form and goodness. Of course, like 
other animals, some will be more beautiful and perfect than others; 
but this certainty will never he obtained by breeding from cross¬ 
bred parents." 

There are a number of grand stock dogs of the purest strains 
now In this country, and a number of equally pure hitches. Soiiib 
breeders we notice have been experimenting in crosses, such as 
breeding English bitches to Gordon and Irish dogs. Tide we 
strongly deprecate, for we fail to see how such dissimilar blood 
can be comingled to advantage, and we believe that more det¬ 
riment lias already been done to our future Interests In flue strains 
by even the little crossing already resorted to, than can lie got rid 
of in many years; hence we offer the above remarks for the con¬ 
sideration of our friends.

from going to earth; a short back, strong loins, thighs ami quar¬ 
ters; above all the coat should he thick, dose and hard, neither 
woolly nor silky, and the belly should he well covered with hair.

At the same time 
I must depricate weights and scales as a means of testing turters 
size. One dog of eighteen pounds may be far too big w h ie an¬ 
other of tweuty-one pounds is just thu right size. If vie it, It 
placed in the dog’s legs, hocks and thighs, It is clear that it on y 
adds to the dog's power without lcsseniug his ability for walk. A 
good judge's eye will be a tar better tesl than a pair of sea es 
* Color is coraparltlvely Important. Personally I decidedly like 
a little color about the head, and I am disposed to prefer houud- 
taa to black. I cannot help suspecting that the rich black and 
ten on which the advertisements dwell, is often due to an infer!' i 
Manchester terrier, though It may of course have its origin in the 
old black and ten fox terriers of whom I spoke. 

X propose to fill up the rest of this letter with a few remarks on 
the heroes and heroines of the show bench. 

Early in the days of dog shows fox terriers began to come to 
the front as a fashionable breed. For, while the genuine kem el 
terrier held his position of ascendency. Jack, Grove, Nettie, tar 
ter were the reigning stars, and whatever faults mlglit. he found 
with auy of these, no one could doubt their workmanlike chara 
ter. Another light or the early days was the Marquis of Hunt- 
lev’s Worry, a bitch of somewhat uncertain pedigree but believed 
to have Grove blood in her, and for general stamp and correctness 
of type seldom surpassed. Gradually a change for the worse 

came The fox terrier was degraded from a working to a faiicv 

dog. An insane idea got possession of Judges and exhibltois that 
langthof head was the one point required. Leggy, Hat sided 
dogs without any semblance of terrier character about them and 
with no recommendations except (!) a long head and rich mark¬ 
ings found their way to the front. Fixity of type was completely 
lost sight of, and the stomp of dog which one year ruled para¬ 
mount was next year left out in the cold, tor a while toys were 
supreme, then the outcry provoked a reaction and the) «erc 
shelved In favor of giants. Still, even through these evil day 
there were good dogs who occasionally forced their way to t ic 
front. Such specimens as Hornet, Venture. 1 I ot Xullu, My itte, 
and X. L., at least served to keep alive a tradition of hotter things. 
A few breeders, notably Mr. Sale, Mr. Gibson, Mr. Allison, and 
Mr. Turner, refused to bow the knee to Baal and remained loyal 
throughout to the right stamp. Gradually the clouds began to 
break The ascendency ol Tyke and Battler, neither of then 
faultless, but both possessing all the essential points of not king 
terriers, was a sign of improvement. The tide may be to have 
fairly turned when a dog like Jester II.. whose thick, coarse head 
and awkwardly carried ears, would a little while before have 
doomed him to obscurity, was brought to the front by grand sym¬ 
metry and workmanlike character. It will now be the fault of 

exhibitors and breeders if fox terriers are allowed to relapse into 
the state of chaos and degradation from which thu last two Ot 
three years have rescued them. 

In my next letter I hope to say a few words concerning the 
principle families into which our show dogs are divided, In the 
hope that mv remarks may be useful to young breeders, and may 
give them some ideas as to the value of the material with which 
they are working. __ JOBS A. Doyle. 

Gun-shyness. 


Cassville, Wis., Nov. 2, 1877. ' 

Editor Chicago Field :—I wish to call your attention to the 
remarks by Mr. Burges in the Chicago Field of Oct. 27, 1 

had come to the conclusion that gun-shyness was one of the evils 
of in-breeding. Ail gun-shy dogs that I have known, I know to J 
have been very closely In-bred; and have noticed that, wherever It 
existed, there was also a lack of Intelligence. 

Mr. B. thinks the idea of old trained dags becoming gun-shy • 
a rediculous one. I do not quite agree with him here, for I have 
known at least one old dog to become gun-shy. And just here l 
will relate an Instance. Three years ago lust. September I went 
out with three friends of mine in search of chickens, vv c ban 
scarcely gone one hundred yards from the team when the dogs, 
(three in number), drew In close together and came to a dead 
stand. When we got within about thirty yards of them, the chickens 
began to rise and my friends begun to shoot. I was a little in 
the rear, not wishing to be entirely out of breath when there was 
any shooting to be done. One very high-toned lad made a per¬ 
fect stab with bis gun, (and 1 think shut both eyes) anil blazed 
away, when poor old Bob, my neighbor’s dog, that had been shot 
over for four years, seut up the most pitiful howl I ever heard. 
The young lad turned and asked me what that meant. I told 
him I thought it meant business. When he found out what bad 
happened, he asked me what I thought of it, and I told him I 
considered the other dogs very fortunate indeed. I know poor 
Bob felt that he would never be able to sit down again. He was 
carried to the wagon, taken home, and with the best of rare got 
well. Bob still lives, but this was his last hunt; all we have to 
do Is to show him a gun, a powder flask, or a few empty shells, 

and he will absent himself for several hours. It is my opinion 

that this is one of the only ways in which an old trained dog will 
become gun-shy. 

I have had some experience with gun-shy dogs, and with suc¬ 
cess. When I have a young dog that is gun-shy I take him out 
In the woods, and so far from home that when be is lost from me 
he will be lost to himself. Then I begin by snapping caps, and 
from that to shooting powder; the dog will, in all probability, 
run ; but never mind, let him go, he will soon find out that he s 
lost, and I tell you be will let you know where he is, and then it 
is that he will be glad to have you call him. Keep this up; Ins 
runs will grow shorter each time. I have had them when lost for 
some time come In at the sound of the gun. This I have never 
known to fail but once, and that was with a dog that had been 
given up by several different parties previous to my trying her, 
and has been tried by different parties since without success. 

Now, as to breaking-young dogs to come to me.' 1 have come 
to the conclusion that when a dog knows enough to run avvay 
when called, he knowa enough to come. I do not believe in using 
cords, spike-collars, or anything of the kind. When a dog comes, 

I like to see him come of his own accord, not because lie cannot 
help himself. I remember of once putting a cord to a youngster s 
collar and trying to teach him In that way to come to' me.- I 
could plainly see’that he came closer every time l polled the 
cord but It did not look much as though he was coming, because 
he wanted to obey me. I didn’t like the Idea of his coming, be¬ 
cause bo could’t help himself, so I took off the cord, got my raw 
hide, and when he wouldn’t come to me I went to him. It was 
not long, however, UDtll he made up Ills inind that It was better 
for him to come to me than for me to go to him, and soon fol¬ 
lowed me all through the yard. Since that time I have, us a gen¬ 
eral thing, taught youngsters to come to me in this way. l do 
not wish In any way to criticise or dispute any remarks that may 
have been made in the Chicago Field heretofore, but simply to 
give you a little of my experience in handling young dogs, hoping 
that it may prove interesting and beneficial to some of your read- 
ore. That you may know who I am, 1 will Bay that 1 live in the

The Cost of liaising anil Breaking Hogs. 

Valparaiso, Ind., Oct 25, 1X77. 
Editor Chicago Field:—I am inclined to write you a brief , 
letter upon a subject upon which very many sportsmen are en¬ 
tirely ignorant—it Is Hie cost or raising and breaking sporting ; 
dogs. Many mav feci indifferent as to whether it costs mueli or 
little, but to us who are interested in breeding and who oc¬ 
casionally sell a pup or a broken dog, tills questiou is not void or 
interest' When I advertise a lot of well bred pups at #30 each, or 
broken dogs at #75, l know that 1 urn only getting my money 
back, and oftentimes not that. A few days ago, a gentleman in 
the Southwest corresponded with me relative to buying u broken 
setter dog. Mv price was #(50 (just about the actual cost of 
breaking ) In his reply lie said: “1 do not consider a native 
setter worth much more than the cost of breaking m;/ foa. 
Now, tills gentleman lias either broken but few dogs, or lie 
estimates his time as of little value. Let us suppose, for an 
illustration:

t tertain the notion that we dog men are getting rich, and then in- 
5 vest your bottom dollar in starting a new kennel. If you own a 
. good'pup and have no time to break it, 1 can name a few men such 
> os Waddington, Morgan, Whitford, and a dozen others who might 
be named, who know how to do It, and if they ask you #75 oi 
.. $100 for educating your dog ready for your use, don’t begrudge 
, the money. The reason why there are so many half-broken dogs 
I in the country, Is simply because the averse sportsman expects 
t, them to grow like a mushroom, in one night, 
a I expect this letter to be criticised even worse than Illy little 
pamphlet, called “Hints on Dog-Breaking" was, but that, does not

Chicago, Nov. 2, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The field trials at Hampton have 
degenerated Into a personal discussion, wherein some disappointed 
owners and trainers of dogs are venting their spleen on the 
judges. Judge Edwards has become the victim, and hitherto has 
wisely token the advice of his Chicago friends and kept silo.ut. 
Judge Long’s letter answers Mr. Stoddard to the point; and 
shows to my mind just where the shoe pinches. 

The moral drawn from Mr. Long’s clear, pointed letter is: 
“Some ot the owners and trainers wanted to run their dogs just 
to suit themselves, and nlso to set their standard of judging 
above the appointed judges,” thus acting as judges of their own 
dogs; and because Judge Edwards objected to this, and cut off 
argument in the field—a point In which “Mohawk” sustained him 
in your issue of Field Oct. 20—they have made Mr. Edwards the 
object ol their animus. 

There is an old Spanish proverb, “He who spits agaiust the 
wind, spits in ills own face.” So we think these insinuations 
will not cover these malcontents witli glory. The judges did 
their duty nobly; having human failings they were liable to err, 
but where one man displays an overbearing, imperious mannqr 
and shows a considerable amount of temper ill bis treatment of 
others, It is liable to call fortli some sharp reminder of Ills duty 
from those who were placed in the position of judges Long and 

Edwards. , , . . 

Regarding the insinuation of Mr. Stoddard that Judge Edwards 
is a pot-huntcrndlow me to say a few words. I remember the occasion 
well enough. I saw Mr. Edwards go away; lie told me where he was 
going. Saw him, with his white setter bitch Queen, in ids buggy.

No public announcement is 
made of such person, and none is likely to be made, We think 
Mr. Goddard has put Ids foot into it, and relies entirely too much 
upon himself to carry his enterprise through; did lie possess a 
thorough knowledge of bench allows, or if lie ever knew the 
different breeds of dogs, we would not tlud fault, hut knowing 
fully that the show held iu Boston lately was the first with which 
he had any connection, it is plain to be seen he will be entirely at 
sea in Philadelphia. 

The patrons of Mr. Goddard’s enterprise at Philadelphia, are 
respectable and well known gentlemen, hut they are not familiar 
with dog shows and cannot possibly form an idea of the respon¬ 
sibility attached to the management. 

The general feeling here is, that a stop should be put to liippo- 
droming shows of this kind, and that no countenance should lie 
given them. Kennel clubs and sportsmen’s societies arc proper 
organizations to give dog shows, not speculators that look not to 
the improvement of the breeds of dogs, liut to their pockets.

A Faithful Dog. —A strange 6ecne occurred recently at Sicrek, 
on the Moselle. Herr Schmidt had a dog which lie wished to get 
rid of. Rowing out into the middle of the river, he fastened a 
stone round the dog’s head, and threw him into the water. The 
animal sank at once, but during Ids struggles the rope slipped 
off the stone, and he again rose to tile surface and tried to get 
back into the boat. His master, however, continued to push him 
back, but as the dog persevered he lost his patience, and, striking 
at him with his oar, lost life footing and fell Into the water him¬ 
self. He was unable to swim, but tbe dog, seizing him by his 
coat, succeeded iu bringing him to the land, after having been 
repeatedly washed away by tbe current. Thedog’s life was spared.

A Preventive. —As this is tbe season when distemper is likely 
to affect young dogs, we recommend the use of gariie, which we 
have great confidence in as a preventive. Last March we gave 
directions for using as advised by our correspondent, H., of 
Cleveland, Ohio, and as they arc very likely to have been forgot¬ 
ten, we again publish them. ‘‘Give a puppy, four months old, 
large for his age, and, as the word goes, healthy, as much garlic 
as is contained in one nut, once a day until you see that it is 
working the bowels, which it will do iu two or three days; when 
discontinue for about two weeks. It can be concealed in a piece 
of liver about the size that, a pup of that age can take at a gulp. 
There are several uuts Iu a pod.”

H. J. T., Treoton.—now can I teach a young dog to drop to shot and 
wing? Ans.—First get him perfect in charging to word aud rained 
hand, then lake a pistol aud Qrc It above your head, keeping tbe hand 
up till the dug chargee. If he does not charge promptly order him 
dowu. Work him iu this way till he associate* tbe report with the idea 
of chargiug. To teach to drop to wing, lake him out without a gnu aud 
ojder him promptly to charge as soon an n bird risen. If ho does not 
mind quickly, put a check cord on him and give him a sharp jerk at the 
iuslaui you speak. Do not shoot over lilin till perfect in dropping or 
the report will attract his attention unless first taugbtlo drop lo shot. 

C. S. K., Newark.-My dog digs at bis right ear and shakes his head a 
great deal. 1 cannot find anylhing in the ear, though it looks somewhat 
lull timed and black inside. Is this cauker? What will cure it? Ans.- 
It is probably cauker of the ear. Syringe the ear gently three times a 
day with tepid soapsuds, after which pour in a lenspoouful of solution 
carbolic acid which you can get at auy drug store. Mould the ear gent¬ 
ly with the fingers till the solution bus worked into the interior of Die 
ear. Canker causes deafuess us you suppose if it Is not cured before it 
goes too far. 

G. W. W , Germantown, Penu.—I have a pup which some time since 
showed severe cauker of the ear, I used tepid water in washing its cars, 
then applied equal parts of carbolic und olive oils which seems lo have 
removed the disease, but has left the pup deaf. Will you please ad¬ 
vise uie iu your uexl issue what to do for it as it is a very valuable pup. 
Auk, —Pour into the ear, luke warm, as much i|a it will hold of the fol¬ 
lowing solution ouce a day, leaving it in about five minutes: Acetate of 
aiuc 10 grains, glycerine 4 drachms, distilled water l l /4 ouuces. 

F. A., Mechaulcsvillc.—1 have a three months' pup that has an umbil¬ 
ical hernia ihe else of a large walnut. Is there any cure for this, or will 
it injure tbe dog if uothing Is done? Ana.-Such hernias are quite 
common und seldom cause any trouble. All that cau be done is to hind 
a baudago round the body with a small pad of folded cloth so arranged 
as to press upon the hernia and keep it up. If the bandage slips back, 
fasten a strip of cloth to it over the back, cut, a slit so that the dog s 
keod will pass through aud carry the end between the fore legs aud fasten 
under the nelly. 

D. V. E., Fredonia.—I have a dog four years old that husseveral large 
warts ou oue side of his face; have touched them with caustic a num¬ 
ber of times but they will uot go away. Will it do any good to cut 
them oil, or will the blood flowing from tbe wounds cause other warts? 
Aus.—Try tying a horse hair or waved silk threw! tightly round each 
wart, a* close to the cheek as possible. This will cut them off by stran¬ 
gulation und without bleeding. 

Gun. Cftiro.-Wtnit will it cost me* to import a brace of doge rrom 
England. I mean mere Importation expenses, uot cost of dogs. Ana. — 
It will cost per.Iumati Jiue .£‘4 each for passage, atioui $5 each for butch¬ 
ers care on vessel, aud about $10 for Custom House brokerage. To 
avoid duly, an ullldavlt before U. S. Consul at shipplug port that the 
dojis come for breeding purposes is necessary, and this will cost twenty 
shillings more.- 

X. Y. Z., Slug Sing.—Do pup* recover from distemper when they 
have the disease ho badly that severe fits arc frequent, leaving the pup 
atupid and almost lifeless? Aus.—Kecovery is possible hut uot proba¬ 
ble iu such cuees. Fits generally occur in the last stages of a fatal 
attack. 

A. W. U., Coopcrstown. -Whut is the origiu or breeding or the mod¬ 
ern pointer? Aus.—lie was. according to the authorities, bred from 
the old Spanish pointer crossed to fox hound, and possibly, also, to lb e 
greyhound. 

VETERINARY. 

J. C. T., Columbus. O. -Is there no other way of curing a epaviu hut 
by ttriug aud blistering? 1 have a flue driviug horse that ha* lately 
thrown out one on his left bind leg; It is large enough to be easily seen 
by close observation, but is quite small; he warms out of it by driviug 
about n quarter of a mile. Aus.—It is quite possible that it might be 
cured by milder means, but a cure is teu times a* certain when it is 
properly fired and blistered. When there is lameness from h sprain it 
is plain that tbe joiut Is more or less affected, and in order to cure the 
lameness the affected joint must tie uuchyloeed-sliffened; to do that it 
is necessary to set up enough inflammation by artificial means lo cause 
a dryness of the joint and a sufllcieui amount of reparative materiul to 
cause the different parts to become organized iuto oue solid piece, aud 
It cannot be done by auy better means thau the actual cautery ; after 
which give live or six week*’absolute rest, so as uot to interfere with 
the dryness of the joint produced by the operation; thou give a couple 
of month's rest, with occasionally geutle exercise, which will ullow the 
part to become quite strong and well before going to work. 

P. C. M., St. Joseph, Mo.—I have a driviug horse that is lame in a 
very peculiar maunet. lie can go forward alt right without the least 
trouble and can travel as well as ever, but in backing ho lias little or no 
power over tbe right leg. lie attempts to back but that leg refuses to 
obey till a great deal of force is used when it will fly up and back with 
a jerk, and so on each step. 1 aud all my friends are puzzled over it. 
Can you give us auy clue to the cause of the lameness and whut lo do 
for it? An?.—We have seen similar cases but they are very uncommon. 
It Is a sprain of some of the muscles or the back of the thigh and over 
the posterior part of the hip joint; they are muscles Lbat are llLtle used 
in progression, but are the tnalu forces iu backing, rearing, kicking, 
etc. Yon will notice probably a slight enlargement over the hip joint 
with soreness. Foment tbe part with hot water, rub dry and apply a 
little of the following lotion three times a day. Take of arnica, spirits 
of camphor, liquor ammonia and oil of turpentine oue ounce each and 
water to make oue plut, mix and apply with the hand with a little fric¬ 
tion. 

L. D„ Janesville, Wi*.—I have a foal that I want to wean; is it better 
to take him from the mare entirely, or let him suck occasionally for a 
while? And what is best to feed him? He iu six months old and 
large aud strong. Aus.—It is better to wean the Toal by degrees; let 
him suck twice a day for a few days, and then ouce a day till the rnare 
ie nearly dry. It is better for both ; the mare would be likely to have 
inflammation set up in the udder if the foal were weaned suddenly; 
aud tbe Toal would be apt lo suffer from tbe great change. Keep the 
mare on dry food, and the foal on cut grass or good hay and roots—as 
carrot* or turnips, or apples and a few oats or oatmeal. While the 
mare aud foal are separated, place them out of sight of each other or 
they might Injure themselves by trying to get together.

A Committee of the Legislature obtained the evideuce of very many 
of the most intelligent fishermen on the river, os to what particular sea¬ 
son the largest quantities of fleh were ripe, and when, looking to the in¬ 
terests of the flsherraeu and the public, would be the beet lime in 
which to permit a portiou of the ripe flsh to reach their spawning 
grounds. This they aecidod to be from August 1st to November 1st. 
The concurrent testimony of these fishermen was that there were two 
runs of salmon in the Sacraraeuto; the Spriug run. which commenced 
in November and ended in Joly—having it* greatest strength in May ; 
and the Fall ran, which commences the Amt of August aud end* about 
the 1Mb of October. It will be seen that the fishermen have all the 
Spring run without restriction, and one-half the Fall ruu, the law in¬ 
tending that the other half of the Fall run should be allowed to reach 
their spawning grounds; therefore, if July should be ae ected as tbe 
only month ic the year for a proper close season, a* Mr. Williams sug¬ 
gests it wonld beta mouth .taken between tho Spring and Fall runs, 
when there are scarcely any flsh in the river to spawn. This would not 
be just to the public interest, aud its effect wonld be to exhaust the 
river of lifth in a very few years.

The shikarees are, therefore, sent forth, like the apostles of 
old; travel through the section of the jungle pointed out to them, 
and have to acquaint themselves with the whereabouts of every 
larger bea6t near their line of route. This Is a far easier task 
than It would at first sight appear to be; for tigers and panthers 
make their presence instantly and most unacceptably patentthrougb 
tho medium of their flocks and herds to the ryots, or farmers, of 
a district they may curse by residence, and u man lias but to sec 
the havoc a bear or hog will cause in a sugar 
cane patch in a single night to know how easy it is 
for a proprietor to recognize the advent of such into his neiglt- 
liorhood. In some few of the more uncivilized parts of the jun¬ 
gle it is difficult to obtain Information as to the whereabouts or 
doings of tigers; as it is a fact that, generally through fear, and 
especially where a district has lost nearly its all through the fear¬ 
ful scourge of its regular occupation by such, some natives get to 
look on a tiger as an evil spirit, and awfully as lie may have suf¬ 
fered by thorn, not only as to his stock, hut by the loss of even wife, 
parents, or children, many a man is afraid to give auy informa¬ 
tion regarding his striped foe, believing that his doing so will In¬ 
fallibly invoke aud draw down on him further vengeauce and des¬ 
truction by the tiger. Fatalists, as the Hindoos are, their apathy 
and wish to be left alone, is, in Bueh eases, quite incouceivable, 
and I have, before now had to bring men from villages miles oil 
to act as bcateis when hunting for a tiger close to a village he had 
half cleaned out, because not a man In it would turn out to assist 
in driving him to hie fate.

Territorial peculiarities necessitate various modifications of the 
system pursued In the hunting of large game, but the principle 
remains the sutne. In the Teral, along the lower Gauges, and In 
Ihe district where that most hospitable of bodies of men, the In¬ 
digo planters, speed the wherring bullet, all tiger-shooting is done 
[nun elephants, the grass being so high, sometimes as much aB 
nine feet, that the sportsman would never get sight of his game 
from any less elevation; nor could he travel or defend himself 
from u wounded animal in grass which meets above his head. 
Moreover, the plains there are so extensive and open that bunts 
have to be conducted on a large scale, and great “hanks” or bat- 
lucs have to be resorted to to secure a bag. In Southern and parts 
of I'pper India, the elephant is comparatively but seldom used In 
the jungle, a matter often of necessity from local configuration in 
the tree and rocky jungles of the Soutb, and of congratulation 
when the price of u really staunch elephant is tnken into consid¬ 
eration. A nervous, unsteady animal is very hard to get up to 
your game, and is very dangerous in a tree jungle where, should 
ire run away with you, you aud your howduli are certain to be 
swept off his back by the first convenient branch he passes under; 
whilst a savage or fighting elephant is still worse, as in attacking 

11 tiger he infallibly, uml generally blindly, goes on his knees 
lifter the animal, and probably throws Ids riders over his bead on 
the top of the Infuriated beast. A really good “shikar" elephant is 
almost priceless and generally becomes the property of some opu¬ 
lent civilian or native Rajah. 

To resume: the party having cantered into cainp at sometime 
before seven o'clock, bailie and breakfast, arc then ready for the 
head Shikaree's report, He will have got into communication 
with the local shikaree (Bengalee’s pot-hunter) directly on ar¬ 
rival at the Beene of the camping ground, and from him will learn 
all that he does not already know of the haunts and habits of the 
game in the neighborhood. He will be told at what pools the 
liger drinks, which Ids “pugs” or foot marks tells at once, where 
lie lays up for the day (generally lu some cave, or under some 
ledge of rock), and where he has last killed his prey. Guided by 
his local associate’s experience, the shikaree will, on the evening 
licforc the arrival of Ills masters, cause their herd of cattle to be 
driven up to that part of the jungle which the tiger most fre¬ 
quents, and picquet some half-dozen of them at spots which he 
may think the tiger is most likely to pass; he will put hay before 
each, and his night’s work is done. When his masters have no 
herd with them, he will hire cattle from the next village, or 
rather lake them, when the uwuers get paid for any that may be 
killed. For panthers, goats, or still better, pigs that will squeal 
all night when tethered by the hind leg are preferable, as more 
likely to attract attention. Tigers will, unless pressed by hun¬ 
ger, pass such by. N'iglit draws on and the tiger wakes and 
roams forth; if the cattle are well placed he, will soon come across 
•me, but will likely enough pass him by on his way to the water 
accessary to quench the thirst following a day of Indian lint 
weather, aud will return and kill him after drinking Some¬ 
times, however, he will kill him at once, stalking him from be¬ 
hind like a eat, with his belly drugging along the ground, his ears 
laid hack, and his tail slowly vibratlng.at the end from side to 
fide; the prey as a rule remains qul(\ unconscious till with a tre¬ 
mendous blow Bideways on his buttock the tiger knocks him clean 
'ill his legs; the blow is given on the spring and practically never 
* lads- The succeeding In6tant the fangs of the tiger are buried in 
the jugular of the “gara,” aud with arched back and a low pur¬ 
ring noise he sucks down the blood of his victim. Shooting from 
a inaebawn, or platform built in a tree, under which the bullock 
is tethered is a common way of killing tigers, particularly 
amongst natives, and from such every detail of what is a most in- 
tcrietlng study in natural history, that of the slaughter of his prey 
I'.v the tiger, may he at any time watched aud the animal then 
bagged himself In security, and at leisure; but the sport has but 
lew charmB for Englishmen, the necessary silence, cramped posi¬ 
tion, ttbaUncnte from any kind of motion, as well as from tobac¬ 
co when the shooter Is all the while being almost carried off by 
mosquitoes aud sand-flies, and the one-sided nature of the contest 
“II combining to render it the most distasteful system of shooting. 
It, however, occasionally has to be resorted to, especially lu the 
case of a very shy or knowing, or much-hunted animal, when the 
machawn is usually built over his favorite water hole, and two or 
three night's watching will generally ensure the stretchiug of 
even the verieet man-eater’s Bkin in front of the shooter's tent. 

Dismissing machawn shooting from our consideration, the 
morning after the tieiog up of the cattle no one in camp bothers 
their heads much about them till after breakfast. Occasionally a 
zealous shikaree will climb up one tree, or coign of vantage, after 
'mother, till he has found himself able to report on every head he 
bed up the previous evening; but the vulturesgeuerally telegraph 
results to camp quite os early as the most eager can desire. This 
process is one of the most wonderful In nature. Not a vulture 
may have (Man seen for weeks near the place, and till the sun Is 
"ell up there may not be a speck In the sky; then, In the far off 
distance, a dot will appear on the horizon, which, growing larger 
and larger, presently proves a vulture. Before the gazer has 
reused wondering how the foul bird came to his knowledge, simi¬ 
lar specks loom out in every direction, and in half an hour the 
lr ee* round the carcass will be clustered with hundreds of the 
eescane birds. By watching them the shikaree can tell whether 
me royal beast Is Btlll at his meal, or whether they are In undis¬ 
puted possession of the carcass. Occasionally a vulture will ven¬ 


ture too near his majesty when at dinner, as may be afterwards 
3ecn by bis flattened out body stretched beside the gsra; but as a 
rule be perches on an over-hanglug branch till royalty is Batiatcd. 

One vulture will tell tale enough to the shikaree, and ho hast¬ 
ens to report a kill, and to order men as beaters from the neigh¬ 
boring villages. It depends, of course, much on the nature of the 
ground, as to how many beaters will be necessary for the day’s 
proceedings; geuerally from thirty to fifty suffice. For tile (lay’s 
work a payment of about ten cents is ample guerdon for what, at 
Hint sight, seems a most dangerous task. On no account Is a 
beater or any one with them, allowed to be armed with a bullet- 
carrying weapon, though the more old matchlocks or pistols, to 
be loaded with powder only, that they have the uetter. One bul¬ 
let amongst them, fired at ami wounding a tiger, would ensure the 
death of some of them, and those of them that have firearms 
ought to be searched for bullets before being allowed into the 
jungle where the game is. Though their work of beating seems 
so dangerous, and though, uo doubt, many of them arc annually 
killed, there Is but little risk In It if they obey orders; which, how- 
ever,such is their Incredible apathy and obstinacy, they seldom do 
when even (he reason for, aud necessity of obedience and con¬ 
formity to arrangements are explained to aud thoroughly under¬ 
stood by them; and on this head luck has u great deal to do witli 
the success of a sporting trip, for if a party has two or three 
beaters killed, no matter how clear it may be that It was their own 
fault, the news Is carried from village to village, and when tile 
beater is wanted.hc is noneat inventus. Without previous casualties 
there is actual competition for a ten cent wage, and in the Sou- 
tbal country any number were, I recollect, forthcoming at a cent 
and a half a day. 

After the tiger has 6ucked as much blood as he can from ills 
victim, he will, if hungry, eat one or both quarters of the beast, 
and drag him away (breaking the rope If not very strong,) to some 
convenient spot, generally shady, at. hand. There, after a morn¬ 
ing meal, he will get under some neighboring hush aud, probably 
pretty well gorged, drop off to sleep. About ten, when the whole 
air Is saturated with heat, the sportsmen will lie taken silently by 
the shikaree to the three or four spots, according to their num¬ 
ber, where they are moBt likely to intercept the tiger on bis way 
from the gara to Ills lair. They draw lots for places, and each, 
accompanied by an under shikaree or gun-carrier, climbs a tree, 
bush or rock, or puts himself where he can see most and be least 
seen himself. The head shikaree now takes the beaters round to 
the other side of the tiger and, putting them in line, takes them 
into the jungle to the music of drums, collcry horns, blank firiug, 
arid the most diabolical yells human throats can give vent to. 
The awakened tiger starts from his nap, and generally stalks 
quite leisurely away from the noise towards his den, and Hie 
guns posted between it and him. Scarcely ever looking upwards 
he frequently walks right under a shooter, and a cool, steady shot 
may often gi ve him his quietus at the first time of asking, Oftener 
still, however, this is not the case, and the roar of a wounded tiger 
answers the discharge of the first rifle; then, unless very badly 
hit, a charge forward or break back ensues. All Is at once 
changed; the dogs should be at once let loose from where they 
were with the head shikaree in the line of beaters, and the beat¬ 
ers themselves should at once rally Into “gools," or knots, of 
men, leaving spaces between for the tiger to pass through should 
he break back. Certain men, generally drummers, are, or 
should be, placed In every tenth or twelfth place asrallyingisilnls 
for these gools, which, if properly formed are seldom or never 
attacked by a wounded tiger. Although they thoroughly under¬ 
stand this, it is almost Impossible to get beaters Invariably hi act 
up to their orders; one.man will be lighting his leaf pipe, and lie 
sure it is not his kismet to be taken by that tiger. Another will 
have dropped too far out of line to lie able to regain it, or a third 
will lie too busy cutting a stick to take the trouble to save his 
own life by a simple precaution such as this. 

The dogs aro let loose, not with the idea of their uctually en¬ 
tering into combat with the tiger, but to hang on his skirts, dis¬ 
tract his attention from men, keep him from leaving that part of 
the jungle, or at any rate delay it, and if possible lo tiring him to 
bay. A bull-dog will dash In and be instantly flattened out like 
a pancake, so that a dog with bull enougli to keep pretty dose to 
the game, and cur enougli to keep just out of reach, anil to snap 
and yowl is the desideratum. Sportsmen new to the country are 
often without sucli a pack of dogs, hut there are few men who 
have done much tiger shooting in tree jungles, but keeps one, anil 
many and many a life is annually- saved by a mongrel whose 
highest avocation would seem to be naturally the destruction of a 
barrack rat. 

Should the tiger he altogether untouched, a matter settled at. 
once by the pecular roar he gives when hurt, the men are culled 
together, he is tracked as far as possible—generally not a great, 
distance, as his feet will not let him go very far on the hot 
ground—the gunners are freshly posted, and the beat begins 
anew; but If lie is wounded, entirely fresh arrauginents have to 
be made. The beaters are sent out of the jungle, the shooters 
come down from their trees or rocks and join each other. A con¬ 
sultation is held, and the sportsmen, accompanied only by the 
head shikaree and their gun carriers, slowly advance step by- 
step and shoulder to shoulder, on the track of their game, with 
their rifles at full cock, every nerve at the fullest tension, breath 
hardly drawn, and in perfect silence the little party escorts the 
shikaree who, with a power of tracking the pugs of the tiger 
over hare ground, or even sheet rock, that almost seems an in¬ 
stinct, now by a faint foot mark, now by a displaced leaf or twig, 
sometimes by a single hair or gout of blood, slowly or surely 
leads them on to their quarry. No excitement in the world, not 
even that of racing beside a good man into a fighting boar, can 
equal that of thus tracking a wounded tiger home, and uo danger 
is much greater. Shot through the heart, bis vitality is sueli that 
a tiger will make good his charge for a hundred yards, aye, even 
with a man at each yard to stop him. A shot through the brain 
will kill him instantly, but when charging with head and tail up 
he carries the former very high, and your readers have hut to 
look at the tiny front of forehead showed by domestic pussy to 
see how many chancos to one there would be against stopping a 
charging tiger by a shot at Ills head. Through the neck nr just 
behind the shoulders is par-excellence the shot to take—when 
you get It. With a tiger charging dead end on a shot through 
the chest, raking him fore and aft, is what has to be trusted to. 

In the tracking up a wounded one tiirce guns, in these days of 
breech-loaders, should—witli perfect confidence in each other,and 
a really good tracker who will not take them right on the top of 
the beast, or, still more dangerous, beyond him—render a good 
account of a tiger; but of course accidents do happen and the 
mere shock, moral and physical, of a blow from even a moribund 
tiger fs one which few men get over. 

The measly brutes of the New York Central Fark, “cribbed, 
cabined, and confined” in cages that arc a national disgrace, or 
those seen In this country In menageries, give no idea whatever 
of wliat the royal brute really is at home, where one H ill think 
nothing of jumping the five or six foot enclosure of a cattle cor¬ 
ral, and out again with a cow for supper to hoot; certainly an 
Indian cow Is not much over half the size of those here, but the 
muscular feat remains prodigious. With nearly the weight of a 
fair sized horse, the activity of a cat and every muscle lu con¬ 
stant use and condition the momentum of a tiger’s charge Is 
awful. I remember an instance of it when a tiger breaking back 


from the guns, jumped over a knot of beaters, and In doing so 
just struck oue of them on the head; not only was the man’s 
iiead, as a matter of course, crushed like an egg shell, but both of 
his thigh bones were broken. Even when a tiger’s blow Is mis¬ 
directed and Indicts a flesh wound only, the risk is of the greatest. 
In the hollows of Ids retractile claws arc always stored clots of 
meat tor'n from his last quarry, and more or less putrid and 
poisonous. Some of this deadly matter is sure to be left in any 
claw wound of his Infliction, and nothing but the freest use of 
the knife, (till the parts about the wound are almost minced), 
and washing with spirits Immediately, Is likely to save a claw- 
struck patient, liuwuvcr slight the wound may seem. A wounded 
native lias but the most meagre of chances, unless removed at 
once from Ills relations and friends, as Hie latter will speud night 
uml day In playing noisy music close to the patient, (with a view 
to the scaring away of the evil spirit of the tiger), who thus get¬ 
ting no rest or peace is pretty certain to succumb. All these facts 
must be weighed by him who would become a mighty hunter ill 
the East and many of the theoretically most ardent tiger slayers, 
perfectly armed and equipped, will, after trial of tracking up one 
wounded tiger, be perhaps not found wanting in pluck, blit will 
give it up as too great a tax or strain on bis nerves. I should 
take up by far too much of your space were I to run through the 
gamut of hear shooting and spearing, pig-sticking, elephant nr 
bison (Inis yuurux) shooting, panther shooting or most glorious of 
all sports, panther spearing from horseback, in tile present series, 
though perhaps I may yet inflict them ou your readers, hut in all 
of them I should come back to the same point, that the number 
of men who pursue these deadly sports, and who therefore threat¬ 
en the extinction of large game is very limited. 

Now to the poor devil of a native wiioae true sporting spirit 
and rare pluck should exempt him from the stigma of being classed 
by Bengalee with the pot-hunter of these plains. Once, a year his 
district may, if he is near a station, he visited by a party of white 
sportsmen. In this event lie is the man first sought for, the one 
whose aid is all necessary to ensure a good bag, whose kludred 
feeling for sport,lu the pursuit of which he—ill-armed wretch that 
he is—runs such fearful risks, ensures him countenance and a 
year’s supply of rupees, on dismissal; but if he is too far from a 
white face for such an advent, lie becomes a positive necessity to 
a district. The inhabitants of the wilder districts of India arc, 
not as a rule, of the fighting castes,such as Rajpoots or Mahrattas; 
their paths are those of peace, and their nature timid. For one 
from among such to turn sportsman, even as to the slaughter of 
birds or deer, is something, hut when he raises himself to be a 
defence of Ids own and Ida people’s herds and lives, tie reaches a 
height at which few of the most ardent of white sportsmen would 
care to climb considering the difficulties attending the attainment, 
of the position. His arms consist of a matchlock which is lired 
by the ignition of a piece of hemp string or match—which has to 
be lit some seconds before the piece will explode—and a dagger. 
He has no beaters to help him, no money to iiire them, no dogs, 
no trusty friend to stand shoulder to shoulder 

with him to face the charge of the most pow¬ 
erful beast of the forest. His wages is of the small 

est, the government reward for a tiger running in most districts 
as low as $5; no doubt lie shoots deer und small game for his 
own support and for such sale as as he can get from the wretch¬ 
edly [ioor people who surrouud him, but Ills depredations on 
such do but little to lessen their numbers in the enormous jun¬ 
gles lie lias to work on. When I come to the consideration of 
"Bengalee's" pot-hunter of small game, I shall have^tber flsli to 
fry, but us lie quotes the death of such a "poacher" at t-be Tangs 
of a man-eating tiger, lie clearly considers all native shikarees us 
bciug tarred with the same brush. Too often the history of such 
a man-eater is as follows: A tiger will take up ids residence for 
the Summer in a district such as I have described, and finding 
himself in clover will at the end of Ids first season conclude to 
locate there. He will through the year kill a beast at least every 
other day; lie will soon find cattle easier to circumvent than (leer, 
and will cause ruin and liavoe to the wretched ryots; those last 
will in time resort to every plan they know to save their herds, 
and at length the tiger will find it difficult to get into enclosures 
or to pick up a beustfrom a well watched herd, whore the grazing 
buffaloes are the best protection to Hie more timid aud less pow¬ 
erful cows or oxen ; growing uld, hut witli uu ever steady appe¬ 
tite lie will in an evil day for the neighborhood be so pressed by 
liuugcr that he will pounce on a human being for his dinner and 
then good by to safety in Hie district: it is not that heltnds man’s 
liesli the sweetest, but he finds that, his killing is far easier than 
that of anything lie Inis tried before. With age he gets weaker 
but more and more cunning, and so perfectly on the yui vim that 
even near a cantonment but few white men can lie fouud In spare 
the time necessary for his perpetual and continuous bunting 
until run down. Ninety-nine out of every 100 man-eaters are 
old and mangy, in many instances their fangs are worn down by 
age and they are as cunning as a fox. Who is to rid a remote 
district of such a scourge but the "pot-hunter” stigmatized by 
"Bengalee i" Read Hie latter’s account of death of the poor 
devil lie tells us of, and think of Hie pluck tod fortitude dis¬ 
played, and risk run by a mail, alone, seated n> a little pit. dug by 
himself, probably close to the water’s edge, eaten by mosquitoes, 
breathing mlasina and fever with every breath, and pitted against 
tlie craftiest and most merciless foe known to man. No question 
for him of the merits of Greener or Remington, no army of beat¬ 
ers or daylight even, to sec Ills foe; the true spirit of sport in the 
man, stroug in him as the sternest game pres rver in Illinois, 
prompts him to seek his enemy according to his lights, and the 
best proof of the dangers nf the profession lie knowingly em¬ 
braces lags in the fact that but very few of these men ever reach 
even moderate old age. 

From motives of space I have quoted scarcely any instances of 
the moving accidents peculiar to sueli fields. As did I let my 
pen run on those, J recollect your page would lie swamped to the 
exclusion probably of better matter, but oil tills Iiead 1 will quote 
two or three reminiscenced. 

Some years ago I was stationed near Bancorah, in lower Bengal, 
the bead-quarters of a number of English civilians, when a man- 
eating tiger there committed great ravages. Probably to prevent 
“punching” the Areopagitcs of the community induced the rela¬ 
tions of tile last man killed to leave bis body on the scene of the 
tragedy, and having stuffed his posteriors with strychnine, hail 
the satisfaction of seeing tin: lust of the man-eater next day. 
Probably there was no "pot-hunter” procurable for his destruc¬ 
tion 

He that runs may read in Shakespeare's* ‘Wild Sports of India," 
the account of the celebrated Bogarum man-eating tigress. As 
well as my memory serves me, she bad killed over 240 human 
helng6 (distinguishable by her having only one fang) when he, 
Nightingale, Marriott, Levcaon arid others of the very cream of 
Indian sportsmen simply devoted themselves, but unsuccessfully, 
to her destruction. Though seen occasionally, they never got her, 
and at length, and In view of her fearful ravages they, perhaps as 
good men and true as ever handled a rifle, invited a native pot¬ 
hunter of great repute to attempt the task. From men of such 
prowess mid repute the compliment wus great and generous, and 
as the reward offered by Hie government was Immense, the Shik¬ 
aree undertook the tusk, stipulate g tor a short Interval in which 
to go and he married. Returukg with Mb bride lu the midst of 
her bridal proceaslou through the Jungle infested by this fiend, a 
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roar was Heard and it was seen that she had carried off tho sjdk- in h 
ares’, wife. He had enough of the tigre» after tha^ r^ « 
vengeful as Hindoos are, dared not faee iter. Col. Nightingale 
hL'often shown me the rock on which he believes be subsequently t e 
shot her, hut her body was never recovered, and all that Is known the 
is that she was never seen again after he shot at her wlicu busk- g»»j 

Ton years ago I was shooting with the same Col. Nightingale in jam 
some jungle., near I’atioor, in the Nizam's country, when in one hat, 
day a tigress who bore the worst of reputations, killed two of Ida 
men, and severely mauled a third. She was the terror of the 

country, and the natives declared used to climb the trees and kill Tn 
monkeys in them; be that aa It may, she took these men out o 

trees and knocked an elephant clear oil his legs, when she would 
have killed the two men oil it had not the Colonel s wonderful 
shoooting frightened her away from them. After this.‘even ge¬ 

lds justly earned reputation as perhaps the finest tiger shot in t 
India, could get a man into the jungle. He tried for her in ciu.i x. 
way he could single-handed, but uselessly, and she remained mis- and 
tress of the situation and surrounding herds and villages. Three 
months afterwards a pot-hunter seeing her asleep ncar some water ru 
In the very middle of the day, crept up to her. rested his long matt h- haw 
Im k on a ledge of stone just over her head, being a Mussulman, do 
committed himself to Allah, and lit his match and blew her brains and 
out some stK'uiuls uftt'rwHnls. 

Ten V6&r*' residence in India tiiuglit in« that the native large nei 
g one pot-hunter was ouly MO willing to accept regular service aw 
with any sporting sahib;' or found it best, even when not In any n« 
regular employmout, to come into tbe station and give to the best me 
known sportsman “kubtrnr,” or news of the presence of bilge a 
game. The certainty of reward, if proofs of tbe beast him", 
been there were forthcoming, was far more remunerative to thu.i «« 
tlian the very probleniatie successful issue of a Hunt oil their ow n 
account with the wretchedly inadequate means at their command. 

\s regards other tlian the more thoroughly jungle beasts, I hate -it 
Ulwavs found tliat Die influence uuil money of the station tent club d ■ 
or of the '.e iding sportsmen,preserved pigs thoroughly; i r a native at- pai 
tempted to feloniously slay a pig near rideahic ground, the argumen- »j 
turn ad bae(k)u lutn would prevent recurrence. In regard to snipes, uu 
ducks and sucli like, the pot-hunters were, no doubt, an unmixed g ‘ 
nuisance; and I, who, perhaps, shot a good deal more than most o I 
mv neighbors, used for years to waste a great deal of breath, bad « 
language and blows on men whose lawful shooting for market o' 
lessened mv bags. After some years of it, however, I gave up h» 
such courses and look to a case of uecdles broken in tbe middle, to 
When fraternizing with my aryan brother sportsman, lie would « 
willingly hand over his birdiiig-lnm to be admired, when a half re' 
needle thrust sub rosa into the nipple, would set him to wonder- to 
ing for weeks as to what evil spirit had eome over his \ogel »' 
Kohr Moreover, the ciuu hrf!L pure and simple, with pot-hutv- 
U-re is the destruction of game out of season, and this is impossi¬ 
ble in India with their species of game, as the snipes eome down “j 
from the marshes of Siberia about the flrst full moon In October, oi 
and congregate like swallows just before flying North for breeding so 
in March, whilst ducks migrate at about tbe same tune. As to ar 
hares pea-fowls,jungle-fowls, spar-fowls.partridgcs.quails and flort- cc 
kens,the potrhuuter uear a station is aa unmitigated nuisance, but 1 se 
always fouud the remedy a simple one. The true sportsmen 111 the to 
community had but to move in Hie matter to have it resolved tliat yc 
no one would buy game from such, to soou cause them to seek fresh 
fields and pastures new. Iu many stations we at first greatly en- i 
eouraged them in order to have a supply of hares to course with « 
terriere or shoot from traps, and of quails for trap-shooting, with «' 
oea-fowls for ornament, feathers, or mulligatawny soup, H 
but waking up to the fact that we were working to « 
the destruction of our own sport we gave It up, and the 
professionals either left or took to the catching of green parrots ai 
for trap-shooting as their only remaining means of existence, a 
The natives are very expert In bagging such small game aa hares, « 
nartridges, etc. They use no gun, but having selected a spot on »' 
gem-ratty undulating ground, build two funnel shaped hedges j 
• about a foot high and perhaps half a mile long, of any sticks or b 
weeds they can get hold of. The broad ends of the funnel may be e 
half a mile apart, and they cover tbe ground at the narrowing t 
ends with snares or loops made of deers’ or sheeps sinews, with n 
smaller ones of horse hair; then, beating the ground from the 
broad end with some little uoisc, the game runs along inside the « 
hedges and is caught in the suares, which are stroug enough to “ 
hold the chikara, or Indian gazelle. Now, as to antelopes i 
naturally there are but few stations in India so utterly devoid of 
sportsmen as to have antelope left In their vicinity. Even the i 
least sporting members of the community are sure to, more or 3 
lesa try their ’preuticc hand on Buch tempting game, and the 
edicts of the most martinet colonels, even if lawful, will hardly 
stop their soldiery, English or native, from trying to bag them. 

In most parts of India the antelope near a etatiou are so very 
war y that inside the distance of a ride they are thoroughly capable 
of taking care of themselves, and it requires a flrsl-class stalker to 
bag them. In my own battery we used to encourage the men in 
every way to g t guns, a* sure to lead them into healthy pursuits 
instead of their wasting time and money in the canteen, and yet, 
though it numbered many good shots, I do not remember an 
instance of a man shooting au antelope near cantonments, nor, 
though the whole of my service lu India was iu its largest 
garrisons, did I ever hear of any soldier bagging more than one ur 
two. We used to let our men take a fortnight’s leave or so in the 
jungles, and there they would give a fair enough account of 
themselves, bul the antelope near home were safe enough. 
Owing to our guns being rilled we had when in the Nizam s 
country to go forty miles from the station for shot and shell 
practice, aud chose tile heart of an antelope country ; but thougli 
shooting all day, and giving good returns of other game, the 
antelopes were not much lessened in number by our gunners or 
drivers. Antelope never seem shy of a native dressed as the held 
bauds or herdsmen are, in a grey euinbly or blanket, of which 
peculiarity we of all ranks used to avail ourselves, but ordinary 
village or town native garb was about as distasteful to them aa a 
European's. Bucks ouly were our solicitude, and by precept, aud 
example wc left even these alone In the rutting season. Country 
carta and stalking horses, or rather cows, used to be pressed into 
our service; and yet with all these the head of antelope was 
never greatly diminished, although if over-much worried by 
hunting they would move some few miles away and not return till 
they seemed satisfied tliat matters were serene agalu. One fact 
speaks for itself as regards the undue or over destruction of 
antelopes. In ten years I never saw the carcass of an antolope or 
jotut of antelope meat, good as it is, exposed or offered for sale. 
It is the class of men who Bhoot small game In the Immediate 
vicinity of a station who cry out so much about the extinction of 
game in Iudla. Shy animals, such os antelopes, keep perpetually 
moving on when bothered; and it is the having to go further 
afleld that most exercises ordinary but blatant clamourers. 
Where most strictly preserved, as in the Nizam’B Rumnah at 
Hyderabad, where but from men, quorumparvapart fui, poaching 
at the risk of life or limb, gun sbots were never heard; the head 
of antelope never increases beyond a certain point, after which 
they seem to thin themselves out like the bees. In some locali¬ 
ties it is of course possible that there is undue slaughter, but 
recollecting that tbe antelope ts an inhabitant of the open plain, 
most auspicious, wary and difficult to stalk, I cannot believe even 


In bis probable extinction, and much as the absence of such a 
charming feature in a landscape as a herd, or a single black buck 
even, is it to he regretted, l believe that is, generally speaking, 
tlie extent of the present calamity.

A Sensible Idea.

aill- Editok Chicago Field:— For weeks past I have noticed that 
but every numhej of the Chicago Fiei.d brings complaints from 
ain sportsmen of game laws broken. Let every Irus sportsman stop 
iven and think what this means. He wUl soon boo the time (if this 


state of tilings continues) when the shootlugof game birds will be 
a thing of tlie pust, or confined to a favored few who own large 
estates, and who have their game properly protected. Now, the 
question is, what is to be done! 

For some reason the law-abiding sportsmen won't act singly, 
and the clubB don’t seeiu to accomplish much, and the existing 
game laws don’t seem to slop illegal shooting, and are often hit 
shape that clubs or Individual aportsmeu cannot bring thorn to 
bear on the guilty parties. In my State, for instance, the land 
owner is allowed to shoot, trap, or take iu any other way, any 
game on hii property; or lie may give it away to city friends, who 
under this cloak shoot the game before tlie law lias expired. Too 
oftcu the farmer is glad to be rid of the birds; as he says; “If 
gunners know 1 have no birds, I am free from the hoards who 
shoot my chickens and stock, smash my feucea and commit all 
manner of depredations on my laud.” 

Now, as tlie law for the protection of game is but a dead letter 
in most Stales, and tlie sportsman won’t or cannot act auil 
use it to prevent tills slaughter, why not interest the farmer! 1I 0 
after all, is tlie person most interested, and I think if by followiug 
some simple rules he eau not only bu relieved from potrhuuters, 
but can sell Ids shooting for a very considerable amount, wliu 
aiuung the hundreds of sportsmen who aunuatly travel hundreds 
of miles from home at. great expense to get good shooting, would 
not irladlv iwv the amount of money thus expended, to some land

Tlie landowner, to save aud raise tlie birds would have to plant 
strips of buckwheat near Ids covers and let it stand; cut his . 

stubbles high, and would, ill the depth of \\ inter, have to feed 
his birds, which could be done at small cost and little trouble, 
aud l thiuk would amply pay him. 

This plan would have to be douc ou a large scale in order to 
make it a complete success. 1 would therefore suggest to the 
sportsmen, that instead of being beatcu year after year out of 
good shoot ing by pot-hunter:*, let them go to the farmer uml lay 
plans before him for protecting tlie game; and if lie is ouce con¬ 
vinced of tlie profit therefrom, I think tlie undertaking assured.

The comments and 
criticisms on the conical base as applied to shells have been 
generally so favorable, even from persons directly Interested In 
p, c manufacture or sale of other than conical base shells 
that X a® Induced to believe Mr. llobbs decries 
H, e principle from purely Interested motives. Tide, If 
p is so, should not be. The conical base shell will 
either stand or fall on its merits, and if it shall stand there need 
he uo jealousy on the part of any competitor iu shell making, for 
there is room for all on their merit*. I ought more properly to say 
that I believe Mr. Hobbs writes as he does from interested 
met Ives, because he quotes from C. L. Hunt’s letter in the 
Chicago Field of Oct. 20, in an unfair way; and while 1m asserts 
that “letters from disinterested parties published iu Cuicago 
Fiklu Sept. 22 And Oct. 20 giving the results of comparative trials 
wiLli the St. Louis Conical Base Paper Shells aud paper shells 
made by the U. M. C. Co. will do much more to enlighten the 
public aud sportsmeu than the unsupported theories auil state¬ 
ments iu the letters of Clias. L. Hunt aud W. B. Shockley,” he 
signally fails to refer to several Just such letters from disin¬ 
terested parties which have appeared Iu the Chicago Field of 
late, showing better pattern and penetration with the conical base 
shell than with any others.

“Black Ned" made the St. Louis shell one pink edge wad, 
common powder, right barrel, make 215; U. M. C., same, 
311; Bridgeport, brass, same, 103. He made the St. 
Louis shell, same as above, but left, barrel, make 212; 
the U. M- C., same, 200; Bridgeport brass, same, ISO. lie 
made the St. Louis shell two pink edge wads, common powder, 
left barrel, make 205; U. M. C., same, 103; Bridgeport brass, 
same, 184. He made the St. Louis shell, one pink edge wail, 
good powder, right barrel, make 218; l'. M. C., same, 230; 
Bridgeport brass, same, 1 (50. He made tin; 81. Louis shell same, 
left barrel, make, 228; L . M. C., same, 245; Bridgeport brass, 
same, 219. St. Louis shell, two pink edge wads, good powder, 
right barrel, 228; U. M. C., same, 200; Bridgeport brass, same, 
103; St, Louis shell, same, left barrell, 150; l. M. C., same, 184; 
Bridgeport brass, same, 171. lie made the St. Louis shell with 
his left barrel make a pattern of only 70, and witli Ids rigid bar¬ 
rel, same shell and charge, 228. Notwithstanding all the fore¬ 
going superior individual scores for the St. Louis shells, the 
averages aud totals are against them, oven though, tmt only of a 
kind were fired. May 1 not fairly assert that tile targettlng in 
this particular case of “Black Ned's,” proves nothing. And 
may I not assert that Mr. Hobbs is not justitied iu referring to 
Mr. Hunt’s and Mr. Shockley's letters as “unsupported theories 
and statements.” Mr. llobb’s says, “when statements are made 
that are so entirely at variance with all known rules of mechani¬ 
cal science, they should he supported by some more reliable tests 
Hum the bursting of a /ai/ier *heU , that was made from a roll of 
|w|rt taken from a lot that had already been condemned and 
relumed to the manufacturers by the parties for whom it was 
made." I make bold to assert that the conical base for shot 
guns is not ut variance with ail known rules of mechanical 
science, but conforms to the well-known rule of mechanical 
science applying to shot gun breeches. The paper referred to by- 
Ur, Hunt as having been made for the U. M. C. Co., proved 
mirthless, but most, assuredly was not purchased from the man¬ 
ufacturers with any knowledge or suspicion that it was a con¬ 
demned lot, as Mr. Hobbs now informs the St. Louis Co. for the 
first time. I enclose you samples of shells made lately from 
l*rferl im/ier, purchased of the manufacturers of the paper used 
by the 1'. M. C. Co., whirl! I tired with four drachms of powder 
"lilv, and whicli you will lind prefnrated in hundreds of places 
through several thicknesses. [ attribute this to the explosive 
|ir<>ia:rtles of the conical base, yet I may be wrong. The paper 
used by the St. I.uuis Shell Co. docs not burn In this way. 
Mr. Hobbs claims -that “because conical chambers were never 
applied to muskets apd rilies by any government, 
it is certainly fair evidence that the conical base system for gans 
"nil cartridge* is not appreciated by those who should lie the most 
competent to judge of their merits if they existed.” In answer 
I" litis I have only to remind Mr. Hobbs that all imiz/.lc loading 
guns, from the. ten dollar pot-metal, to the live hundred dollar 
English gun, have the patent breech, and that no muzzle-loading 
gun could be sold without It, notwithstanding the increased ex¬ 
pense of putting it in all guns. And 1 believe 1 am right in asserting 
Unit for muskets and rilies need by Governments a saving of rc- 
cuil is not wanted. On tin- contrary, the recoil is necessary to 
prove to the soldier the discharge of his piece ill volley firing. Mr. 
Hobbs’ remarks concerning Mr. Shockley arc uncalled for, as 
that gentleman is well known throughout southern Kansas as a 
practical sportsman ami thoroughly reliable gentleman, ns well us 
* first-rate shot. I shall be glad to have Mr. Hobbs as the repre¬ 
sentative of the U. M. C. Co., state through your columns, for the 
henpAt of sportsmen, where in his shells are sn/ieriiir to the coni¬ 
cal base shells. This is a matter of general interest, We are all 
Innklng out for the best to use. He does not. strengthen ids 
Halms to public patronage tiy undertaking to denounce others. 
H Hie St. Louis slieli as now made, with the defects of puper, re¬ 
inforce and primers nil remedied, is simply as good us others, it 
“ill meet with equal sale with the rest; but if it is a better shell, 
s l*ort?incn will be quick to find it out.

Piiivate Game Preserves. —One of the prime necessities of 
the case heretofore, has been muiumres for the preservation of 
these rich fields for the sportsmen of tills and future generations. 
If unchecked the pot hunter would Boon deplete them, as he has 
done in the East. Game laws are very well, as far as they go, if 
strictly enforced; but some protection from the rapacity of man 
Is needed during the open season. The sportsmen who follow 
the game for recreation would hardly suffice to keep it from in¬ 
creasing beyond reasonable bounds, tt is the avarice of the 
market-hunter which is destroying some of our choicest game 
haunts, anil threatens to exterminate the species. A Los Angeles 
paper recently mentioned the arrival In that city of a hunter witli 
1,200 dozen live quails, which he had trapped in the mountains 
near that place and was taking to market—more quails destroyed 
by this avaricious varlet in a fortnight than half the sportsmen 
in California would shoot In a season! This sort of tiling must 
be stopped if we are to have sport with this gallant little bird in 
future years. One of the first efforts in tile direction of preserv¬ 
ing some of our best game fields is that inaugurated by the forma¬ 
tion of tlie Amador Shooting Club. It is composed of twelve 
sportsmen of means and leisure, who own tile major part and 
have secured exclusive control for shooting purposes of the rest 
of a tract of 35,000 acres of land near I’letumnton, in Alameda 
county, which they have already taken steps to convert into a 
vast game preserve. The tract includes marsh, plain, valley, 
hill aud mountain, anil is unsurpassed for snipe, quail 
and duck shooting, although it has suffered much in 
the past from the destruction of quails by poison and 
tlie gun ami trap of the ruthless pot-hunter. The grounds 
will be strictly preserved to the club. A gamekeeper lias been 
appointed and notices posted, ami tlie trespass law will lie strictly 
enforced against all outsiders shooting on tile preserve. In 
course of time efforts will be made to introduce and propagate 
foreign game birds, and the movement can hardly fail of good 
results in fostering our gallic interests. Measures have already 
been taken towards improving the grounds, blinds having been 
erected for duck shooting, aud other measures taken for the. con¬ 
venience of titc members. Tlie Club will give an annual dinner 
to its membership and invited friends, and during tlie close season 
will resolve itself into a pigeon-shooting club. Charles M.

Game at Pekin, III.— Pekin, III., Nov. 2, 1877.— Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field: —Yesterday’s "opening” on quails was celebrated by 
myself and a friend three miles west of tills place. Rain began 
falling gently, mixed with sleet, before wc found any birds, and 
continued to increase till tlie ground was so covered with water 
it wus difficult for the dogs lo follow a trull, anti wo abandoned 
the hunt; at 11 a. m. our bag was only Hi quails, 2 pheasants 
and two rabbits. Birds were plenty, and if the day had been 
favorable fifty to seventy-five could have been bugged, I took 
out with me for tlie first, time my eleven months olil dog, Bob, of 
Win. Vie’s France—Kusa stock, litter brother of his. Boss and 
Briton, prize winners ut the late 8t. Louis dog slum—anil he 
behaved admirably, after pointing a short time and then Hushing 
tlie first bevy lie found. Ho retrieved tlie first bird t allot over 
him, mouthing it a little without injuring, and then bringing it 
in slowly. After this one lie brought ail we both shot, finding 
them readily and bringing rapidly, manifesting great animation 
and enthusiasm, in limiting live and finding dead birds. At home 
lie seems rather dull and sluggish and disinclined to learn any 
“trleka " I mention this to encourage other hunters who may 
have dogs of similar disposition at home. If the stock is good 
and health good tlie field and game will develop tlie necessary 
interest anil skill in hunting. 

I have sliot no snipes till* Fall, but an acquaintance two weeks 
ago, thirty miles sout.li of this on tile P. P. A .1. R. R., bagged 
eighty-three and four prairie chickens iu an evening anil next 
day’s shooting.
